i837. The defendant, in bis answer, allewed that the contract was entered 
into oo bis part without an miequate knowledge of the valae of the avines, 
aod that he bad not sufficient legal advice, his only adviser being the 
plaintff, who was to bave the lease.

Considering the immense importance to the public of 
enfe conduct ia a mode of conveyance over which they ere deprived of ail 
control, or when in motion even of the power of remonstrance or complaint, 
and are entirely at the merry of the engine-driver. The jury feet the pub- 
lic have a right to expect that some person of superior education and at- 
tainments, as an engineer, should be appoieted as a captain of each train, 
to proceed with it, and conduct it to its fieel destination. The night sigeals 
are evidently insuffleient, and yet no efficient meais seem to have been 
adopted to improve them, while it is evident that no recurity can be at- 
tained until a means of communication between the guards and the engine- 
drivers is established. To all which matters the jure feel it ia the bouaden 
uty of the directors to tura their vamediate and carmest a tention.” 

The verdict excited a very extraordiuary sensation thronghout the court. 

The Comonen thee said, that, in consequence of the verdict that had just 
been returned, the inquisition would oceupy a considerable time, so as to be 
drawn up with the requisite care nod exactitude. He, therefore, was under 
the necessity of requesting the gentlemen of the jary to come again upon a

THE DAVY LAMP—AN IMPROVEMENT.

man, for the sake of smoking a pipe, or anything whatever. Never enter 
your works in the morning without your lamp, as the gas is more explosive 
when mixed with common air, in the state you would be sure to meet with it 
in the roads and works, than at any other time; one twelfth part only of 
gas or fire-damp, being fully sufficient to explode on coming in contact with 
any uncovered light. Never blame your underlooker or viewers for being 
strict in enforcing regulations which have only your safety in view. 

When you hgve read these observations, consider whether you have not 
frequently exposed yourself to the most awful consequences of aa explosion ? 
Whether you have not taken the lamp tu your work with the same indif. 
ference as your hammer or your candle; nad used it with no more care ? 
Whether you have not many times disobeyed the injunctions as to its use, 
because you have thought different? And whether you bave not in conae- 
| quence witnessed, as well ns experienced, some fearful results, which might 
| have been avoided, bad you placed a proper value on the efficacy of your 
| safety lamp? Should any of these questions come home to you, let the im- 
| pression be lasting. Explain to your childrea and your waggoners the na- 
| ture and use of the lamp, as well as its abuse, and the consequences. Prize 
it as the sdle mexns of enabling you to pursue your daily work, with Tes pect 
to your greatest danger ; and examine it before you go to your work with as 
much anxiety and ioterest as you would the rope by which you descend. 
And, finally, fail mat daily to pray for God's blessing on your perilous la- 
bours, without which no human intervention can avail. 

These few lines were written in the confident hope that their attentive pe- 
| rusal might be the tmenns of averting, in some degree, those awful explo- 
| sions, the effects of which bave deprived many of you of kindred aud of friends. 








SIR CHARLES LEMON’S MINING SCHOOL.

assert. Everybody admits t' at if our engincers 


| were skilled im the application of mathematics to mechanism, it would en- 


large the «phere of their inventive genius, and enable them to trace the re- 
sults of mechanical action with a precision which otherwise be ate 
tained. If those who have the practical superintegdence of mining opera. 
tions were versant in the elements of chemical sclence, especially in some 
ensy and familiar processes for the analysis of minerals, no one would dis- 
pute the value of such acquirements+; and if extra professional men, whose 
tastes lem! them to mining porsuits, and whose interests are materially im- 
volved in them, were familinrised with the discoveries which are continually 
being made in geology, mineralogy, metallurgy, aud their kindred sciences, 
We can rua no risk of coatradiction in asserting that such knowledge would 
give grevter confidence to their speculations, aad more determinate direction 
to their energies. 

On the abstract principle, then, that such an appliention of scientificknows 
ledge is, per ae, every way useful and desirable, all voices are agreed, or come 
as bear to Unanimity as the nature of thiags almits. The question next pros 
pores itseli, to what extent will this object be promoted by the iastitution of 
a mining schoo! And here we have to antic ipate some objections, We « 
anticipate, for we have not yet heard any of a very definite and intelligible 
character; but as in some quarters the measure meets with but a hesitating 
support, and in others there bas been the unequivoc:| expression of an ad- 
verse feeling, we will endeavour to penetrate the mistiness and ambiguity of 
the objections that have been hinted, and to place them in precise language, 
although still feeling the difficulty of Cealing with those iotangible argue 
ments that express themse!ves only in vague doubts and surmises 

It is said that such an institution promises no beneficial results, because 
the education which a miner requires is eminently a practical one ; that the 
koowledge which fits him for a responsible agency is only to be obtained 
throush a long course of personal observation, and often of manual labour, 
ia the work ng business ofa mine; and that natural sagncity, thas sharp-

ened by experieree, is a much more valuable qua ity in local management 


than scientific knowlelee, however various or profound. We have endea- 
voured to state this objection with perfect fairness, and we think that those 
of our friends who differ trom us will acknowledge that their dissent mainly 
rests open it. But to the view thus expressed, we do pot give the name of 
an objection, for we mod@teordially agree with it. We not believe that 
any other process of mining education could advantageously supersede that 
which the miner derives from practical training, and should de precate any 
scheme which threstened such a result.
